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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


{n 1989 we had one serious fire on Fall Mountain on April 
28th. The tire was reported to be in Walpole and the 
suppression effort was carried out by people from Waipole. 
{t appeared that this tire might have been started from a 
camp/cooking fire that was improperly estinquished. This 
one fire ournt about one acre and suppression costs ta 
Lanqdeon were $504.90. fhe State af NH is responsible for 
one halt of this amount. 


On April ZS5Sth, we assisted Charlestown far a fire on the 
Meany Road. Eight personnel responded. This tire was 
started by a cooking fire. 


On May 16, the State conducted training on locating a fire 
in the woods using a compass. These training sessions are 
very necessary should the time come when we have need to 
find a woods fire. 


We alsa had what appeared to be intentional burning of a 
Pile of tires. The State was notified and has warned the 
owner af tuture consequences. 


During calendar year 13989, the State of New Hampshire ex- 
perienced an average number of wildfires. The three leading 
causes cf these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris 
burning fires that escaped control. All these causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with 
forest tire prevention. By New Hampshire State Law (FSA 
224:27b), "No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or 
cause ti be kindled any fire or burn or cause to pe burned 
any material, except when the ground is covered with snow, 
without first obtaining a written fire permit from the 
Forest Fire Warden af the town where the burning is to be 
done." 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and other burning laws of the State 
of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up 

to $1,800 and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for 

Paying all fire suppressicn costs. 


The State at New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands 
assisted many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989 
including several large fires in Allenstown, Altan, Chester— 
field, Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. 
Belknap in Gilford.
